Einergency

"Is the housing situation a nation 
al emergency?" was the main topic 
tinder discussion at the Liberal 
meeUhg held In the Union yester 
day.- 

Frank Hughes suggested that the 
present situation is made worse by 
the bickering between the provin- 
ces. "The dominion could step in 
and declare a national emergency," 
he said. John ^''P'ri^^^.the 
government wouia'lbe^^^!c6n- 
troversial ground,'^nSf^"unwise 
political Issue might ensue.. The 
motion to amend the.rcsolution, by 
adding^ "declare the aUuaUon a' na- 
tional emergency" was defeated. • 
Frank Hughes said that "We want 
to get at the basic problem of 
housing. We must establish a 
housing board and minimum rc- 
quiremenU. Half a million fami- 
lies were without housing In separ- 
ate apartments in 1945. This figure 
was worse in 1048, but 20,000 new 
units were ■■ built, so far. In 1949. 
Two thirds of the population can 
never own their own homes. The 
Dominion plan merely reduces' the 
down payment on the house." 

Des Thomas, President of the 
Club, stated that the present plan 
was good, even thoiigh It would -he 
20 years before everyone will be 
suitably housed. "Only highly 
skilled workers can afford Winter's 
houses," he said. .. ' ' . 

Another member replied that 
anyone earning J50 can afford to 
pay 540 rent per month, the rent 
charged, in .the housing projects. 
The average' wage per week is 
about 548.50," he said.

It is 
the : Old Conservatorium of Music 
building, wiilch is now in the proc- 
ess of being torn down. It was es- 
timated by the foreman of tlie de- 
molition crew that this work would 
take a montlt. 

Meanwhile the Faculty of Music 
has moved into Its new home on 
Drummond street. The new conser- 
vatorium is a large red brick build- 
ing, surrounded by an- acre of land. 
This building was formerly the An- 
gus Residence and was purchased 
by McGlll this month. It will be 
officially, opened by Dr. F. Cyril 
James, principal and vice-chancel- 
lor of McGill, next Monday. 

Walls Shook 
We loved the old conservato- 
rium, and had all become quite at- 
tached to It, but it was In a shock- 
ingly .dangerous slate," said Dean 
Douglas Clarke of the Faculty of 
Music. "As a matter, of fact," he 
continued, "every time a vehicle

passed outside, the very walls 
shook." 

The former conservatorium was 
first used In September, 1904, and 
was officially opened by Their Ex- 
cellehclcs,* Lord and Lady Minto b 
October of the same, year. The first 
Mus.B.' degree was conferred on 
June 9, no. In 1023 the building 
was deeded to the University by 
Lady Stralhcona, In accordance 
with the wishes of her father. Lord 
Strathçonài,Thé present dean of the 
music faculty received his appoint 
ment in 1030. ■ 

Lonir Climb 

"Our only objection to the new 
building is the long climb up 
Drummond street," said Dean 
Clarke. "But It is peaceful, com 
pared to our old building which 
was on a very noisy corner. We 
hope to build a new conservatorium 
someday In' the future."

An innovation In the form of a 
multicoloured hood was Introduced 
for McGIIl's future convocations 
when the Senate recently autho 
rlzcd the new colours of hoods for 
the degrees of Bachelor of Fine 
Arts and Doctor of Applied Science. 
This Is. the first time in the uni- 
versity's history that the departure 
from a single colour has bc^n made. 
Mr. Matthews, .the registrar, said 
yesterday. 

The colour of the lining of the 
hood for the degree of Bachelor, of 
fine Arts will be one ' half 'ibile 
blue, as in the B.A. hood, and oiie 
half white. The hood for the new 
degree of Doctor of Applied 
Science will be scariet doth with 
one half llned^In] pale green, as in 
the Ph.D^llind/'one half lined In 
yellow, as in the B.Sc.

Inaugural 
Tonight 



A series of inaugural lectures 
from Professors of' the Divinity 
Faculty will be Initiated by Dean J 
S. Thomson, D.D., LL.D., F.R.S.C. 
In Moyse Hall on November 24 at 
8.30 pxn. when he speaks on the 
subject "Knowledge of God." 

Dean Thomson Is the J. W. Mc 
Conncll professor of Philosophy 
and Psychology of Religion and 
Dean of McGIIl's faculty of Divin- 
ity..^ 

He was born in Stirling, Scotland 
and entered Glasgow university in 
1010, graduating with ah M.A. in 
1014 when he won first class honors 
in Mental Philosophy. On graduat- 
ing he was appointed to the 'John 
Clark fellowship In philosophy for 
4 years then he entered Trinity 
College, Glasgow to study Theology. 
His studies were Interrupted by 
Worid. Wari; He 8erved"^lir8t in the 
Qu een* MC ^ ?Reghnent and later 
waa^?!'eomml8sl6n«i' officer in a 
Rifle Brigade. He re'tired from the" 
Army in 1910 with the rank of cap- 
tain and resumed his theological 
studies, graduating in. 1920. 

Upon graduation he was called to 
|>ei^mtolate Rfe<^ Middle Church; 
'Cwfiridge?ttmUri924. From 1924 
to 1930 he was secretary for youth 
and education to the United Free 
Church of Scotland. 

He .then came to Canada In 1030 
and first went to Plnehall Divinity 
College, Halifax, N.S. w>iere he 
was professor of systematic theo- 
logy and philosophy of religion. 
From 1937 to 1940 he was president 
of the University of Saskatchewan 
and in April 1946 he received an

Dawson's financial difficulties 
will- be placed before a special 
meeting of the McGlll StudenU' 
Executive Council, it was announc- 
ed last night following a meeting 
between the Financial Committee 
of the McGill S.E.C. and represen- 
tatives of the Dawson S.E.C. 

Dawson Council representatives 
told nie Dally afterwards that if 
the McGill S.E.C. would agree to 
accept the assets of the Dawson 
Council in lieu of that Council's 
debt, then. Dawsonitcs would be 
quite satisfied. The assets are esti- 
mated at $2,500 while Dawson's 
debt Is $3,481. This suggestion Is to 
be brought before the S.E.C. 

During the discussions, which 
followed the regular weekly, S.E.C. 
meeting, Dawson representatives 
pointed out that they did not feci 
that they should be penalized be- 
cause a previous Council had gone 
In .^cbt. They furthermore said that 
their expenses were per capita 
higher because students there did 
not have the faeiliUcs that studentji 
in Montreal have. 

McGIIl's financial committee how- 
ever empliasized that they had no 
desire to -impose difficulties upon 
the Dawson College .campus but 
that -the McGill Studgntjio^ty's 
financial condition wasl'ltwlfnôt at 
all satisfactory. They' agreed that 
the Dawson representatives points 
were perhaps justified. There was 
no alternative but to face realities; 
that there just Is not enough money 
to go. around, it was said. 

Should the proposal to the Mc- 
GUl;^SJi£,; be^ac^tsd • tho-Dawspo 
Coiinciî wbtild be able to allow the 
money, recently Iroien, to be spent 
and rely .entirely upon the expect- 
ed surplus from the canteen and 
snack bar for thelr-other activities. 

A glum picture ;:.of; itic present 
S.E.C. financial position was also 
presented at the_ earlier S.E.C. 
meeting by Haroid"Corrigan, chair- 
man -of thé financial - committee, 
and Colin McCallum. 

Other items that came before the 
councillors attention: 

After some discussion, the S.E.C. 
passed the Red and White Revue 
budget, amounting to $2,900. If the 
f|ve-night show plays to capacity 
audiences in Moyse Hall the box 
office receipts could pay $2,500 of 
this. Councillors were told. 

Before the passing of the Revue 
budget, Michael Eiiwood, architec- 
ture representative, suggested that 
campus organizations be made to 
carry deficit^ from previous years. 
This, however, was countered with 
the argument that two "bad" 
years could ruin an organization by 
discouraging the in-coming execu- 
tive. ■ • 4-1 

A let^jflifom Mrs. R. B. Shaw, 
director 'ot 'the Red Cross Blood

selves to care whether or not a fellow human 
died because of their help or lack of itl 

It is difficult to believe that approximately 
six. thous&nd students at McGill are anaemic: 
hence we reach the bitter but unavoidable con- 
clusion that the second alternative must be true. 

This fact has bcpn borne out by the reaction 
to date of McGill students to, the Combined 
Charities drive. Last week, towards an object- 
ive of 55,000, approximately S350 had been col- 
lected. A fashion show — all prnceeds of wliich 
were to go to the Combined Cliarities campaign 
— suffered a loss in funds; a dance put on Fri 
day night, with the same purpose, bnrcly broke 
even. Yet students — who could not spare one 
dollar to help the Combined Charities — thought 
nothing of spending t,cn.^.or^; twelve dollars or 
more to go up to Toronto' ifor' the championship 
football game! 

Perhaps there is some reason for this amazing 
and deplorable lack of support of the Combined 
Charities campaign. Perhaps there are some 
atydctttajOn the campus who were "financially 
emharraBsed'' last week, but would be willing 
to give a few dimes or" dollars from their own 
pockets to help make this last-ditch stand to put 
the drive across a success. 

If (here are any such students at McGill, I 
beg ypu to lend your support to the tag day 
campaign which is taking place on the campus 
today and tomorrow. If each student on the 
campus would give but one dollar — ihe price 
of one Saturday night date at the movies with 
your best girl — this drive would go over the top 
with flying colours. 

The opportunity is great: the need is greater: 
the outcome depends on us.

Moliere's. Comedy 

by Helene Woksburg 



"Le Malade Imaginaire" is a 
prose-comedy in three acts by 
Molière. It shows the mania of a 
man, Argan. 'who wants to be sick 
in spite of nature and thus becomes 
the prey of doctors and of his wife 
Bcline. Argan wants bis daughter 
Angélique to mary a young doctor 
Thomas Disfoirus, against her will. 
The one she loves, Cleante does not 
possess the art of curing; there Is 
no hope for ttfm to be acçepted as 
a son-In-)BW by that stubborn 
hypochondriac. But all's well that 
ends well thanks to the cunning of 
the maid-strvant, Toinette. 

In the performance of this play. 
Les Compagnons have succeeded in 
portraying Moliere's main purpose; 
that Is to make us laugh spon- 
taneously. Their diction is to be 
noted for its ciearness. Although 
most of the actors are good, our 
attention is principally focused on 
the person who plays the lead. He 
Identifies himself so well with the 
character he is rapresanting that 
we forget he Is an actor. He is no 
more a comedian, he is Argan al- 
ways coughing, doctoring himself, 
complaining about his, poor health. 
The picture wt htyeVin'j^ront of Uf 
is an enlargement' of reality but 
we must not forget that •Moliere's 
intention wu not to present us with 
a certain individual but with a 
certain type of man and in order 
to niagntfy- the foolish . aspects of 
his character, tl^e actor hM to firi' 
phasize his ridiculous features. At 
the same time, f«r from allocking 
us he m\ut 8mui«^ii^«,by light 
comedy. We mayrconïwt'ulate Mr. 
Guy Hoffman for having succeeded 
in fulfilling this difficult role. 

He is ably assisted by the actress 
who plays his wife. She changes 
easily from' the.înost hypocritical 
tenderness to the most . hateful 
cynicism. The two daughters are 
sweet and simple. ' The lover, 
Cleante, looked a little timid and 
clumsy but he sang well. The young 
doctor and bis father, played their 



roles very adequately. Unfortun- 
ately, the maid-servant seemed to 
break the unity of the picture. In 
spite of. her impertinence towards 
her master, she should have had 
more sang-froid and calm, since 
she is to represent common sense. 
Her nervousness may be due to 
excessive enthusiasm. But in gen- 
ral the whole is fairly harmonious. 

In cpiie of the deep-seated sac)- 
ness of the subject, Molière has 
succeeded in enlivening the play 
with scenes of irresistible buffoon- 
ery. The Interpretation or U^eae as 
a series of tableaux was very well 
done, particularly the visit of the 
two Olafolrus, thé 'consultation by 
Toinette' disguised as doctor and 
the burlesque comedy, which sums 
up the satire of the whole play.

Both clubs showed typical early 
season lack of form' in a game that 
sec-sawed from one end of the 
floor- to the other, neither team 
dominating the play, 

Bruce Cunningham was top 
scorer with a total of IS points to 
his credit, followed by Guard's 
Mickey McFall with 13.; . t 

Cunningham, a newcomer to the 
senior ranks, showed the polish and 
basketball know-how of a seasoned 
veteran and appears to be the hot- 
test rookie in the loop. 

Reliable Meyer Bloom was right 
behind Cunningham in the scoring 
race with 12 points.' Bloom played 
his consistent aggressive game that 
invariably has won him a position 
on the Intercollegiate all-star teams 
of years gone by. 

Don Finlayson and Bud Fraser 
recovered more than their share 
of those all Important rebounds and 
proved the major Red threat to the 
Purple attack. 

Statistics of the game show that 
in the first half t.ie Redmen sank 
only S out of 33 shots and in the 
second half improved only slightly 
to score on 11 out of « tries.
